Egyptians use the Gregorian calendar for business and day-to-day 
activities. The Islamic calendar determines religious duties 
such as the month of fasting and the Pilgrimage to Mecca. The 
table in the Summary section of this lesson (page 70) shows 
the Gregorian months.
